Kev.  James  G.  Sibley,  of  Foplarville,  on 
his  return  from  a rest  in  Arkansas,  honored 
the  office  of  The  Baptist  ivith  a call  on 
his  return  on  the  4-th  inst.

Zion.  While  Baptist  matters  in  Arkansas, 
seem  to  Ik  in  much  confusion,  Bro.  Siblcv 
thinks  the  atmosphere  will  soon  clear  up, 
and  everything  move  out  prosperously. 

The  Arkansas  Baptist  reports  117 
churches  which  have  jiassed  resolutions 
against  the  State  Convention,  the  organ- 
ized work,  and  in  favor  oftheGencral  Asso- 
ciation.

It  occurs  tofus  that  it  is 
hardly  worth  while  for  churches  that  give 
so  little  to  bother  themselves  about  passing 
resolutions  setting  forth  their  determina- 
tion  to  do  nothing.

In  addition  to  the  above,  some  of  the 
weak  churches  aie  begging  for  help  to  aid 
them  in  erecting  chapels  in  which  to  wor- 
ship God.  They  do  not  ask  for  great  edi- 
fices. They  Ixg  simply  for  the  crumbs 
which  fall  from  the  tables  of  their  more  fa- 
vored brethren  who  live  in  Christian  lands 
so  that  they  can  have  a place  in  which  to 
worship  God.  In  some  cases  they  build 
without  aid,  in  others,  being  very  weak, 
they  ask  help.  Shall  we  not  grant  it? 

To  supply  all  of  the  above  needs  will  re- 
quire liberal  gifts.  But  then  when  we  re- 
memlter  that  in  addition  to  all  these,  oth- 
ers of  our  choice  st  young  men  and  women 
are  begging  to  be  sent  out  to  the  fields 
white  to  the  harvest,  what  are  we  to  do? 
As  secretary  of  the  Board,  I have  made  an 
estimate  of  what  our  missionaries  are  ask- 
ing to  be  granted  to  the  various  fields  for 
another  year,  and  not  allowing  for  any 
more  missionaries  to  be  appointed  it  would 
take  about  $230,000.00  to  $240,000  00  to 
supply  their  requests.  The  Board  tries  to 
work  with  faith  in  God  and  faith  in  the 
brethren,  but  to  lay  out  our  work  on  such 
a basis  as  this  would  look  like  presump- 
tion. Some  of  our  missionaries  we  fear 
To  will  have  to  be  disappointed.  We  cannot 
well  grant  all  they  ask.  Earnestly,  faith- 
fully, successfully  as  they  are  working  we 
will  have  to  say  to  them,  the  brethren  at 
home  will  not  go  so  fast,  we  cannot  sup- 
ply all  your  needs,  although  they  are  so 
urgent.  Still,  brethren  in  the  homeland, 
shall  we  not  grant  a part  of  their  requests 
and  help  them  to  go  forward  ? 

Kind  friends  have  sent  $2,500  to  build  a 
hospital  in  South  China  as  a memorial  to 
Rev.  John  Stout,  formerly  ojf  South  Caro- 
lina.

Therefore,  no  minister  of  the  Gospel 
should  perform  the  marriage  ceremony 
when  one  of  the  persons  seeking  to  he  mar-, 
ried  has  been  unscripturallv  divorced. 

Therefore,  legal  divorce  proceedings 
should  be  conducted  on  Scriptural  grounds, 
that  is,  when  adultery  is  the  cause  of  sepa- 
ration it  should  lx*  so  stated  in  the  specifi- 
cations in  court;  yet,  in  the  absence  of  such 
proceedings,  the  right  of  remarriage  of  a 
divorced  person  who  has  remained  true  to 
the  connubial  relation  should  not  be  de- 
nied, since  Christ  allowed  such  marriage. 

Therefore  our  preachers  and  other  mem-

There  is  so  much  of  feeling  for  every  one 
who  can,  to  go  to  the  cities  and  towns 
that  it  seem$  that  country  churches  are  to 
have  a hard  time.  The  time  has  been 
when  the  country  was  the  strong-hold  of 
the  Baptist  denomination  and  aid  had  to 
be  sent  to  opr  brethren  in  the  large  towns 
and  cities.  Bnt  now  so  much  wealth  is 
going  from  the  country  to  the  towns  that 
there  is  danger  of  our  weakening  in  the 
country.  How  is  this  thing  to  lx-  reme- 
died ? Or  the  bad  results  avoided  ? 

I think  it  can  lx  done  by  our  having  bet- 
ter churches  and  Ixtter  schools  in  the 
country.

time.'  would  prove  and  privilege  to  do,  he  eve: 

A kinjd  deed  per-  morally  incapable  of  doing 
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fives  or  tens.  We  will  halve  to  get  out  of 
this  or  we  will  lx  left  in  the  rear.  We 
must  move  with  the  wagon  or  we  will  lx 
run  over.  We  should  haye  a pastor,  for  all 
of  his  time,  we  should  give  him  a good  sup- 
port and  expect  him  to  sjxnd  his  life  among 
us.  We  must  hold  up  his  hands  in  all  the 
work  he  lays  out.  We  must  give  him  our 
confidence  and  love.  And  we  should  ex- 
pect  of  him  good  pastoral  services  in  ways 
that  he  will  see  and  lx  ever  ready  to  per- 
form. 

These  things  can  never  lx  under  annual 
calls  or  divided  time  of  pastor.  Under  an- 
nual calls  there  is  alwajvs  a restlessness 
about  time  to  call  a pastor  and  it  encour- 
ages feelings  of  want  of  change  just  for 
sonic  things  new  and  sensational.  As 
though  Christianity  and  tilesaving  of  souls 
were  not  of  importance  enough  without 
sensations. 

Just  Ixfore  an  annual  call  a brother  will 
approach  another  anil  sav,  what  are  we 
to  do  about  thccailof  a pastor  ? To  which 
the  other  replies,  1 don’t  know,  isn’t  our 
pastor  doing  all  right  ? He  is  a good  man 
and  preaches  good  sermons  and  seems  very 
anxious  to  build  up  and  prosper theeliurcli, 
what  is  the  matter  with  him  ? Why  not 
keep  him  ? The  answer  conics — Well,  yes, 
he  is  all  right,  1 love  him  and  am  perfectly 
satisfied  nivself  but  there  are  a good 
many  who  think  we  ought  to  have  a 
change.  But  lie  can’t  tell  who  it  is  that 
wants  the  change.  None  want  it  on  his 
own  account  but  for  the  sake  of  “a  good 
many.”  And  when  the  day  to  call  a pas- 
tor arrives,  brethren  you  have  not  seen  in 
church,  lo,  these  many  years,  will  lx  there 
in  full  force  to  vote  the  pastor  out  that 
they  have  invited  to  their  homes.  They 
will  come  in  surries,  in  buggies,  on  horse- 
back and  a-foot  and  ]xrhaps  if  they  could 
get  there  no  other  way,  they  would  come 
in  wheel  barrows.  Yes  they  will  lx  there 
to  vote  the  old  pastor  out  whom  they 
would  have  poorly  supported  or  given  en- 
couragement. Without  any  feeling  as  to 
how  it  is  to  effect  his  reputation  anil  his 
usefulness  in  the  cause 

The  argument  most  commonly  urged 
against  an  indefiditc  call  is,  that  it  will 
keep  a pastor  after  his  usefulness  has 
passed.  Well,  why  should  a pastor’s  use- 
fulness ever  pass  ? If  he  is  called  to  preach 
the  gospel,  why  not  preach  it  to  the  same 
people  all  his  life?  If  anything  happens 
that  his  usefulness  has  waned  he  will  see 
it  and  resign.  Or  the  deacons  or  other 
memlxrs  might,  in  a brotherly  way,  talk 
the  matter  with  him.  This  would  be  Ixt- 
ter  than  going  into  a call  and  voting 
him  out.  We  think  we  can’t  support  a 
pastor.  But  we  don’t  know  what  we  can 
do  The  very  fact  that  we  arjc  strained  to  do 
any  of  our  duties  make  us  love  the  cause 
more.  Anil  with  a determination  to  make 
sacrifices  and  exert  ourselves,  we  can  ac- 
complish what  would  have  surprised  us 
Ixfore  the  effort  was  made.
